about his eares, and commaunded her ſeruants 


to kicke him out of do2es, ſaving, It was a fit 


reward foꝛ a begger, that will call a Gentlewo⸗ 
man ſiſter. 

Home goes this pwꝛe man, with afoxrow: 
full heart, calling to Almighty God fo2 venge- 


ante on this Pontter of her ſexe, that pittileſſe 


woman : And comming to his wife, told her of 
the vnkindneſle of her ſiſter. The poꝛe aftrigh⸗ 
ted woman, chꝛough griefe and rage, fell pꝛeſent⸗ 
lv in labour, and was deliuered of three Mon⸗ 


| ers, ſtriking a terrour ta thoſe women implop⸗ 


ed in that buſmeſſe. 
Ch ſe ill · pꝛopoztioned childꝛen, were a ſonne 


and two daughters; and the firſt that ſawe this 


wozld, was a daughter, that had ſuch dꝛeſlings, 
and attvꝛe on the head, by nature of fleſh, as wo- 
men haue made by art of Bonelates, and ſuch 
like, with a fleſhy Tardingale about the middle

This child, (oz rather Monſter) cryed with 
ſhzill voyte, and ſpake, ſaying, O thou Creatoꝛ, 
that gaueſt me this fo2me x life, let me not liue 
here in this woꝛld of Pꝛide, of Luſt, of Burther, 
and all wickedneſſe: returne me ſuddenly fo 
| WhatJwas; foꝛ here (Jknow) is nothing but 

calamitv. And as it ſpake theſe woꝛds, it ſtraight⸗ 
wayes dyed. 

The ſecond was a ſonne, with a fkrange mif- 
ſhapen head, hauing vpon the backe ofhis right 
hand, the faſhion of a deaths head: And this child 
ſapd, that Dearth and Plague ſhould couer the 
whole Wozld,and that they were ſent to giue no⸗ 
tice ol it to all men. And ſo ſpeach and lifs left 
hun together, 

The third was a daughter, hauing about the 


necke, aRuffe laced, and Cuffes about the 


wꝛeſts, like the Kuffe, all of fleſh, ſoartificiall in 
nature, as if Nature in her firſt woꝛk had intrea⸗ 
ted Arte to help her: And this child ſayd, that 
God would puniſh the woꝛld ſuddenly, foz gur 
manifold tranſgrefſions ; and ſayd mozeouer, 
that they thꝛee were ſentto foꝛe warne vs of the 
Loꝛds comming; and then ſtraight dye?

That pꝛoud, rich, vnnaturall ſiſter of this vn⸗ 
foꝛtunate mother, at the ſame inſtant time that 


this poꝛe waman was dchuered, had her houſe, 
amidſt all her mirth, fired with lightening : and 
ſher flying out of it, to ſaue her life, the willing 
carth gaped wvde, and ſwallowed her quick, hol⸗ 
ding it more fit foꝛ her to be in the earth, then on 
the earth, being ſo vnnaturall againſt nature: 
And her wealth and all her ſubſtance was quite 
conſumed with that quenchleſle fire, till Gods 


Judgement was executed, and then it teaſt of it 
elfe, doing no farther damage. 


The fame of thcſe wonders hauing poſſeſt the 
City, and the trueth of them apparantlyknowne, 
ſtirred vp god motions in the hearts of the In⸗ 
habitants, to Faſting, to Pꝛaper, to Almes- 
deeds, and ſuch like woꝛkes of grace and par⸗ 
don. 

The Goucrnonrs of the City cauſed itto be 
p2inted, as well to giue the country round about 
knowledge of it, as ta tontinue the remembrance 
of it there. that they might till pꝛeſeuer in the 


god courſe th. v begun.
